The  adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates  compare  favourably  with  the 
average  for  England  and  Wales,  The  main  causes  of  death,  in  descending 

order,  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  98  cases  (A-2^)» 

^1  types  of  cancer,  2f6  cases  (20^)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  central 
nervous  system,  39  cases  (17?^, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  229,  Of  these 
103  (h5%)  were  aged  75  and  over;  171  (75^)  were  aged  65  and  over  and 
201  (88^)  aged  55  and  over. 

The  water  undertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board  and  Manchester  Corporation,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent 
regularly  to  this  office  and  the  closest  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 

Of  the  few  notifiable  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  measles 
was,  as  usual  the  most  prevalent  with  nearly  all  the  cases  occurring  in 
children  of  school  age  or  under, 

A total  of  5»562  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm 
during  the  year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  W.V.S,,  ar.J. 

the  meals  are  cooked  in  the  canteen  of  Messrs,  Ferodo  Limited,  most 

grateful  thanks  are  due  to  them, 

I am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General 
Purposes  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during 
the  year.

Private  Supplies 

Twenty-four  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies, 
15  were  satisfactory,  9 unsatisfactory.  V/here  adverse  results  were 
reported  the  occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  all  drinking  water. 
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Public  Conveniencea  and  Car  Parks 


The  increasing  popularity  as  a tourist  attraction  of  the  Peak  District 
National  Park  of  which  a large  area  of  the  Rural  District  forms  a part, 
requires  provision  of  public  conveniences  and  car  parks.  For  many  years 

the  policy  of  the  District  Council  has  been  to  provide  the  facilities  as  the 
demand  becomes  apparent  and  during  the  year  under  review  a convenience  was 
initiated  in  Castleton,  The  provision  of  car  parks  at  Edale  and  Castleton 
with  these  facilities  has  greatly  eased  traffic  congestion  on  the  highway. 

As  the  car  owning  public  becomes  still  more  numerous  it  will  be  necessary  to 
add  to  the  provision  of  public  conveniences,  preferably  in  conjunction  with 
the  provision  of  new  car  parks. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  parishes  of  Chap el-en-le- Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of 
Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  19^0 

The  above  Act  v;hich  came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  I96O  is 
administered  in  close  collaboration  with  the  two  Local  Planning  Authorities, 

There  were  45  caravan  sites  at  the  31st  December,  19^5  containing 
168  caravans. 

Of  these,  34  sites  containing  154  caravans  were  entirely  used  for 
week-end  and  holiday  purposes,  11  sites  containing  I4  caravans  were  in  use 
as  residential  accommodation.  The  effect  of  administration  of  the  Act  has 
been  to  secure  a reduction  in  the  number  of  sites  and  those  qualifying  for 
licences  all  comply  with  standard  conditions.  There  remains  sites  used 
for  caravans  and  tented  accommodation  for  casual  periods;  the  former  for  28 
days  in  aggregate  in  twelve  months,  and  the  latter  for  not  more  than  42 
consecutive  days  or  60  days  in  aggregate  in  one  year.  It  is  well  understood 

by  members  that  normally  there  is  no  legislative  control  over  such  limited  use 
and  this  is  merely  mentioned  as  an  explanation  why,  at  holiday  periods 
especially,  many  fields  not  licensed  specifically  have  caravans  and  tents  in 
scattered  situations  in  excess  of  the  number  licensed  in  a village. 

Nevertheless,  where  an  excessive  number  of  tents  appear  in  fields,  as 
sometimes  happens  at  holiday  periods  and  obviously  ill-equipped  so  that  the 
elements  of  hygiene  are  ignored,  then  a complaint  to  the  Justices  in  terms  of 
Section  268,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  should  follow.  In  collaboration  with 

the  Planning  Authorities  it  is  hoped  to  make  available  approved  sites  for 
camping  which  action  is  however  regarded  as  the  true  answer  to  iH.licit 
camping.  One  camping  site  has  already  been  provided  at  Castleton  by  the 

Peak  Park  Planning  Board  with  consequent  benefit  to  the  amenities  of  that 
Village, 
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Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is  collected  once 
weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points.  The  incentive  bonus 
scheme  introduced  in  1960  has  continued  to  achieve  good  results. 

During  the  year  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  recruitment  of  labour 
but  fortunately  regular  once  weekly  removal  was  generally  maintained.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 


By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a 
rodent  operative  continues  to  be  used  part  time  to  treat  all  infestations  in 
the  area.  It  was  only  necessary  to  treat  the  sewers  once  during  the  year, 
as  most  systems  were  found  to  be  completely  clear  of  infestation. 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the  year  was  63,  involving 
272  visits  to  98  premises. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  open  to  the  general  public 
last  summer,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  f’e  other  at  the  Rising  Sun  Hotel, 
Bamford, 

The  Hayfield  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 

Treatment  is  by  slow  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water 
being  changed  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  frem  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment  is 
by  a Bell*s  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas. 

Both  pools  were  sampled  during  the  season  and  all  samples  taken  from 
inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928 

Routine  work  of  inspection  of  installations  has  continued  dioring  the 
year,  and  at  the  31st  December  76  petroleum  licences  were  in  force.  The  two 
public  health  inspectors  act  also  as  Petroleum  Officers  and  work  in  close 
collaboration  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Department  of  the  Fire  Authori-ty, 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now  have 
plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  were  received  during 
the  year  in  respect  of  premises  to  which  the  provision  of  the  Act  applies. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3,  of  the 
above  Act  and  both  were  granted. 

During  the  year  under  review  close  liaison  was  maintained  on  the  problem 
of  smoke  emission  fran  scheduled  industries  between  officers  of  the  public 
health  authority  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate, 

National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution 

An  area  of  the  Rural  District  has  been  selected  as  a control  point  in 
the  National  Siorvey  of  Air  Pollution,  Two  testing  Stations  have  been 
established,  one  in  the  centre  of  Hayfield  and  another  at  Kinder  Filter  House, 
Both  Stations  measure  daily  the  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  occurring  and 
the  readings  commenced  in  December,  1 964.  Figures  are  forwarded  monthly 
to  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  for  computer  analysis. 

In  order  to  evaluate  the  atmospheric  pollution  problem  in  the  Dove  Holes 
area,  two  standard  deposit  gauges  were  set  up  in  October,  1965>  one  at  Dove 
Holes,  and  one  at  Chapel-en-le-Frith  to  act  as  a control,  A detailed 

analysis  on  this  work  will  be  presented  in  the  1966  Repoirt  when  sufficient 
data  has  been  obtained.
